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Women wait for reserve rights 

Drafted legislation on matrimonial homes overdue, but not enough: Leaders 



Ojibwa and Odawa elder Shirley Williams believes it’s high time that legislation that ensures women 
on reserves have the same legal rights as other Canadians to matrimonial property becomes law.

Despite the federal 
government’s promise to 
resume deliberations this 
fall about legislation to 
ensure that First Nations 
women on reserves have 
rights to their matrimoni¬ 
al homes, no debate has 
yet been scheduled on the 
parliamentary calendar. 

The law is long overdue, 
many aboriginal women 
say. 

“It’s about time,” says 
Shirley Williams, an Ojibwa 
and Odawa elder who 
teaches native studies at 
Trent University in Peter¬ 
borough, Ont. 

Bill C-8 would ensure 
women on reserves have 
the same legal rights as oth¬ 
er Canadians to matrimoni¬ 
al property, meaning they 
and their children are enti¬ 
tled to court-ordered protec¬ 
tion to remain in their 
home in cases of domestic 
violence. 

Currently, many of the 
victimized women on re¬ 
serves and their children 
must leave their homes be¬ 
cause there is no legal 
framework protecting their 
right to stay. 

The legislation closes a le¬ 
gal gap that the Supreme 
Court and a legal action by 
the Native Women’s Associ¬ 
ation of Canada pointed 
out, says Line Pare, director 
general of external relations 
and gender issues for Indian 


and Northern Affairs Cana¬ 
da. 

This bill follows legisla¬ 
tion the federal govern¬ 
ment passed in 2008, re¬ 
pealing Section 67 of the 
Canadian Human Rights 
Act. 


The section previously ex¬ 
empted First Nations people 
from claiming remedies to 
discrimination arising from 
the Indian Act. 

For Williams, the laws be¬ 
gin to remedy problems she 
acknowledges. 


“There’s still a lot of phys¬ 
ical abuse and violence on 
reserves towards women, 
because according to the In¬ 
dian Act, men are the head 
of the households,” 
Williams says. 

Williams attributes that

inequality to assimilation 
and education about the 
gender roles that conquer¬ 
ing Europeans instilled. 

“That’s how we were 
trained, how were taught, 
that men ruled the world. 
That’s not the way it was be¬ 
fore the Europeans came to 
Canada,” Williams insists. 

Beverly Jacobs, president 
of the Native Women’s As¬ 
sociation of Canada, is also 
deeply concerned about the 
level of domestic violence 
and inequity aboriginal 
women face on and off re¬ 
serve. The new legislation is 
only an interim step, she 
stresses. 

“Right now, this matri¬ 
monial real property legisla¬ 
tion doesn’t work,” she says. 
“There were other issues 
that needed to be addressed 
— like violence, housing 
and access to justice. You 
can’t just have a piece of 
legislation drafted without 
acknowledging the non-leg¬ 
islative pieces that go with 
it.” 

Those non-legislative 
pieces include safe housing, 
access to lawyers and mon¬ 
ey to pay them, Jacobs 
points out. 

Pare also says First Na¬ 
tions women can use legal 
aid programs, although she 
does acknowledge that 
there is no additional fund¬ 
ing to increase that aid in 
this bill.

Flu fears may shut Leduc school 

No confirmed H1N1 cases, but high absentee rate raises concerns

A Leduc junior high may 
be forced to shut its door 
this week, following an 
unusually high number of 
missing students and ru¬ 
mours of a possible H1N1 
outbreak. 

Black Gold Regional 
Schools officials confirmed 
yesterday that approxi¬ 
mately 140, or 30 per cent, 
of Leduc Junior High stu¬ 
dents were absent Friday. 

“There is an abnormally 
high absentee rate, but we 
don’t have any confirmed 


cases of anything,” associ¬ 
ate superintendent Dennis 
Nosyk told Metro yester¬ 
day. 

School staff began to no¬ 
tice increasing numbers of 
empty desks Thursday. 
When fewer students 
turned up for classes Fri¬ 
day, officials notified Alber¬ 
ta Health Services, fearing a 
potential H1N1 outbreak. 

School staff are hoping 


attendance will return to 
normal today, and quash 
rumours of a looming clo¬ 
sure. 

“But, if (Alberta Health 
Services) tells us it’s time to 
close the school, we’ll close 
it,” Nosyk said. 

Approximately 460 stu¬ 
dents attend the Grade 7 to 
9 school. 

The average October ab¬ 
sentee rate hovers between 


eight and 10 per cent. 

The health authority has¬ 
n’t imposed mandatory 
H1N1 testing or immuniza¬ 
tion for the school’s stu¬ 
dents, though increased 
measures are in place to 
slow the potential spread. 

Hand sanitizer stations 
sit at each entrance, com¬ 
puters are wiped down be¬ 
tween each use, and staff 
are ensuring astudents 
wash their hands, Nosyk 
said. 

Parents were contacted 
regarding the potential out¬ 
break, Nosyk said. 

“We are very concerned. 
We want to make sure all 


our kids are healthy,” he 
added.

Conservatives release stimulus analysis to counter Liberals 


Ottawa The federal Con¬ 
servatives are fighting 
back with some stimulus 
number-crunching of their 
own, after enduring a 
week of Liberal accusa¬ 
tions of pork-barrelling. 

The Conservatives are 
highlighting how they 
have spent billions of tax¬ 


payer dollars on major in¬ 
frastructure projects main¬ 
ly in opposition ridings 
rather than their own. 

In charts provided to The 
Canadian Press, govern¬ 
ment officials note in par¬ 
ticular that the major in¬ 
frastructure component of 
the Building Canada pro¬ 


gram has allocated $1.4 bil¬ 
lion to large projects in op¬ 
position ridings in Ontario, 
and just $436 million to 
Conservative ridings. 

The Liberals have have 
concluded that the spend¬ 
ing heavily favours Tory 
ridings, especially those of 
cabinet ministers. 


But the Conservatives 
counter that the Liberal 
number-crunching has too 
many omissions to be tak¬ 
en at face value.

health In one of Canada’s 
first sweeps of H1N1 inocu¬ 
lation, street nurses will be 
ducking in and out of al¬ 
leys on Vancouver’s Down¬ 
town Eastside, vaccinating 
the homeless, the down¬ 
trodden and the drug-ad¬ 
dicted. 

On the other side of the 
country, H1N1 syringes 
will be popped into the 
arms of the down-and-out 
at some shelters in Montre¬ 
al and Toronto. 

But many of those who 
work closely with the 
homeless hope the efforts 
will be enough to keep 
H1N1 from striking a pop¬ 
ulation segment that’s 
among society’s most vul¬ 
nerable. 

Cathy Crowe, a street 
nurse and member of the 
Toronto Disaster Relief 
Committee, wonders what 
shelters will do if their 
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clients are indeed infected 
with H1N1. 

“If somebody who’s 
homeless gets sick, where 
do they recover for three 
or four days if they don’t 
end up in hospital?” Crowe 
asked. 

Crowe, who described 
the cramped quarters of 
shelters as prime turf for 
the spread of illnesses, said 
governments must act fast 
to set up recovery facilities 
for those who are ailing 
and contagious.

Heart signs gender neutral: Study 


Heart attack symptoms in 
men and women are 
more alike than some 
previous studies have in¬ 
dicated, according to re¬ 
search unveiled at the 
Canadian Cardiovascular 
Congress. 


No difference was found 
between men and women 
in the reporting of chest 
pain, the most common 
symptom associated with 
a heart attack, and other 
typical symptoms, such as 
sweating, shortness of 


breath and pain in the left 
arm, said study co-author 
Martha Maclcay, a cardiac 
nurse and clinical research 
fellow and doctoral stu¬ 
dent at the University of 
British Columbia School of 
Nursing. 


“Some studies have 
shown no differences ... 
but almost as many stud¬ 
ies showed that there were 
differences, and that 
women reported chest 
pain less often,” said Maclc- 
ay, who is also with St. 


Paul’s Hospital Heart Cen¬ 
tre in Vancouver. 

But one difference was 
detected, she said, as 
women reported jaw, neck 
and throat pain signifi¬ 
cantly more often than

The bombs targeted 
two government buildings 
and called into question 
Iraq’s ability to protect its 
people as U.S. forces with¬ 
draw. 

The bombings show in¬ 
surgents still have the abili¬ 
ty to launch horrific attacks 
even as violence has 
dropped dramatically in 
Iraq. Many fear such attacks 
will only increase as Iraq 
prepares for crucial Januaiy 
elections. 

The dead included 35 em¬ 
ployees at the Ministiy of 
Justice and at least 25 staff 
members of the Baghdad 
Provincial Council, said po¬ 
lice and medical officials 


speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they 
were not authorized to 
speak to the media. At least 
721 people were wounded, 
including three American 
contractors. 

The street where the 
blasts occurred had just 
been reopened to vehicle 
traffic six months ago. 
Shortly after, blast walls 
were repositioned to allow 
traffic closer to the govern¬ 
ment buildings. Such 
changes were touted by 
Iraq’s Prime Minister Nouri 

m.metr^riews.ca 
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al-Maliki as a sign that safe¬ 
ty was returning to the city. 

The attacks occurred just 
hours before Iraq’s top lead¬ 
ership was scheduled to 
meet with heads of political 
parties in order to reach a 
compromise on election 
guidelines needed to hold 
the Januaiy vote. 

The initial investigation 
suggested the vehicles, each 
loaded down with more 
than 1,500 pounds of explo¬ 
sives, might have passed 
through some security 
checkpoints before hitting 
their destination, said Maj. 
Gen. Qassim al-Mousawi, a 
spokesman for the city’s op¬ 
erations command centre. 

There have been no 
claims of responsibility so 
far, but massive car bombs 
have been the hallmark of 
Sunni insurgents.

R ecently, this col¬ 
umn offered a Hi- 
nesight History of 
Thanksgiving.

Smart cards take another step forward 

InTransit 
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ETS’ transit smart card 
project — code named 
“ETSBlue” — just took an¬ 
other step forward, with a 
business case report being 
sped back to committee 
before budget season. 

I can’t help but be excit¬ 
ed, and not just because 
I’m an insufferable transit 
fanboy with a smart card 
collection that includes 
San Francisco’s TransLinlc, 
London’s Oyster, and 
Tokyo’s Suica and Pasmo. 

For those unfamiliar 
with the concept, tapping 
the fare card against read¬ 
ers on buses and at sta¬ 


tions takes care of free 
transfers, monthly passes, 
and cash payments to dif¬ 
ferent transit agencies. 

There are usually perks 
to entice people to use the 
cards since the transit 
agency benefits from re¬ 
duced fare collection costs 
and valuable trip data for 
planning schedules. 

Perks can include maxi¬ 
mum daily fares — never 
being charged more than 
the price of a day pass — 
and discounts from cash 
and ticket prices. 

Currently, 20 per cent of 
ETS fares are paid with 
cash. While the cash op¬ 
tion is important, it can 
really slow buses down. 

Pilot project surveys 
suggest that seniors and 
others with limited mobil¬ 
ity find it easier to pay by 
smart card. However, the 
system needs to be de¬ 
signed so Edmontonians 


living paycheque to pay- 
cheque won’t be left out. 

Those privileged 

enough to have both a 
credit card and Internet 
access can benefit from 
automatic subscriptions, 
making the monthly pass¬ 
buying routine a thing of 
the past. 

But for those without 
much more than a few 
dollars at a time, a net¬ 
work of vending machines 
and retail outlets rivalling 
those currently in place 
for tickets and passes will 
be a must. 

The necessary infra¬ 
structure isn’t free: In ad¬ 
dition to vending ma¬ 
chines and card distribu¬ 
tion, every bus will need a 
card reader — two if the 
city wants to allow back¬ 
door boarding. 

The cost is estimated at 
$24 million over four 
years, but it should pay for 


itself in another nine. The 
savings include reducing 
fare evasion and handling 
costs — an agency the size 
of ETS needs to deal with 
millions of paper transfers 
and hundreds of tonnes of 
coins in a year, for exam¬ 
ple. 

While deciding 

whether a ride is worth 
the cash or tickets is a big 
turnoff for transit, I actu¬ 
ally have the opposite 
problem with smart 
cards: The stupid things 
make paying for transit 
so easy and convenient 
that I almost forget I’m 
spending money. 

But since this just 
means increased ridership 
for the system, I’m willing 
to concede that’s a pretty 
good problem to have.

Student cooks up the gold

Vancouver Community 
College baking and pastry 
arts student Caitlin Mayo 
recently brought home 
dessert gold from the 
2009 WorldSkills in 
Calgary last month. 

Competing against the 
world’s burgeoning pastry 
chefs over four days, 
Mayo, 20, won the peo¬ 
ple’s choice award and 
the medallion of excel¬ 
lence. 

The WorldSkills event 
promotes industry excel¬ 
lence on an international 
level with competitions in 
45 skill categories in 
trades and technologies, 
including web design, ro¬ 
botics, cooking, welding 
and landscaping. 


Her prized chocolate 
showpiece, which she de¬ 
scribed as “a modern and 
abstract take on the 
totem pole,” took the peo¬ 
ple’s choice award in the 
final presentation, when 
technical skills and the 
creativity of the young 
pastry chefs are culminat¬ 
ed. 

“I used vibrant colours 
and it was flashy, which is 
a very popular style right 
now,” Mayo said. “Instead 
of faces, I used different 
shapes stacked on top of 
each other and it had a 
Haida-style raven as the 
main piece. It was a very 
eye-catching element.” 

Each country is repre¬ 
sented by an expert who 
acts as a judge for a por¬ 
tion of the competition. 
Mayo explained that the 
highest and lowest scores 


are then thrown out and 
the final score is aver¬ 
aged. 

“The judging is very sub¬ 
jective,” she said. “There’s 
even a category called ‘fi¬ 
nesse.’” 

She and her fellow com¬ 
petitors called the scoring 
system “the figure-skating 
of the ‘Skills’ world.” 

Mayo’s passion for the 
art of pastries shows when 
she expresses her admira¬ 
tion for her competitors’ 
chocolate showpieces. 

“One of my favourites 
was from Austria,” she 
says. “They did a beautiful 
peacock. How they put the 
tail together was amazing, 
and I liked France’s show¬ 
piece. It was a fashion 
theme — a woman with a 
hat — and it had very 
clean lines.” 

Inspired by her mother 


during her childhood 
through baking cookies 
and other sweet things, 
Mayo said she knew what 
she wanted to do with her 
life at the age of 16 when 
she started her pastry-ca¬ 
reer training. 

It’s rare for a teen to 
know what she wants to 
be when she grows up, but 
Mayo says that in the 
world of pastry chefs, 16 is 
not considered an early 
start. 

She said the WorldSkills 
competition has a young 
age limit of 22 because 
many pastry chefs, particu¬ 
larly in Europe and Asia, 
begin training at a young 
age. 

Rather than letting it be 
a disadvantage, Mayo in 
fact embraces Canada’s 
culture and diversity into 
her pastry arts.

aniel Berkal has 
a masters degree. 
Still, last year, he 
spent time work¬ 
ing the grave¬ 
yard shift at convenience 
stores in dangerous neigh¬ 
bourhoods in three United 
States cities. 

He never cashed a single 
paycheque and wore a hid¬ 
den video camera the whole 
time. He was tiying to bet¬ 
ter understand shopping 
habits at these stores for a 
major advertising firm. 

All in a day’s work for this 
qualitative researcher. 

The 31-year-old, who was 
bom in Winnipeg, had ear¬ 
ly dreams of playing piano 
for a living. Realizing that 
probably wouldn’t work 
out, he did a degree in psy¬ 
chology at McGill Universi¬ 
ty, and then looked for a ca¬ 
reer.

Today, with the Toronto 
company he helped found 
last year, The Palmerston 
Group, Berkal continues to 
travel the world. 

He spends 70 per cent of 
his time on the road and 
the rest of the time writing 
reports — often in Toronto 
coffee shops, which he finds 
inspiring. 

Most of the time, his field 
work involves running fo¬ 
cus groups to find out more 
about consumer behaviour 


for his clients, who are 
mainly advertising agencies 
and manufacturers.

Jennifer Hudson happy a year after murder of family members 


In the year since three 
members of her family 
were brutally killed in 
Chicago, Grammy and Os¬ 
car winner Jennifer 
Hudson has found ways to 
heal and start a new life. 

And it appears the 28- 
year-old is happy again. 

The actress and singer 
has gushed over her role as 
a new mother. She has start¬ 
ed going out again, includ¬ 
ing an appearance at a New 
York gala just days ago. And 
she’s poured herself into 
her work, from a gospel- 
tinged rendition of the na¬ 
tional anthem at the Super 
Bowl months after the slay¬ 
ings to a VH1 Divas concert 
in New York last month. 

“Her way of grieving is to 
put it all into her work and 
into her new baby,” said Ian 
Drew, senior music editor at 
Us Weekly magazine. “She’s 
celebrating what she has.” 

Now she is set to return 
to Chicago next month to 
film an ABC prime-time 
special in which she’ll 
share memories of her 
childhood Christmases in 
her old neighbourhood 
and the church where she 
started singing.

By February, she had 
launched back into work, 
filming a video for If This 
Isn’t Love, followed by the 
Super Bowl performance 
and a Grammy win for best 
R&B album for her self-ti¬ 
tled debut CD. 

These days, Jennifer Hud¬ 
son is focusing on her son, 
David, named after her fi¬ 
ance Daniel David Otunga. 

Hudson recently talked 
with reporters about her 
son, saying she’s looking 
forward to seeing “who he 
becomes, who he takes af¬ 
ter, what he decides to do, 
if he’ll sing.”
